combined ; a rifle or shotgun loaded with a single bullet; or any 
weapon other than along bow and arrow or a shotgun not 
larger than number 10 gauge. 

__@ No person shall have with him, for his own use, more than one 

‘ shotgun, unless each shotgun in excess of one is disassembled 

or unloaded and cased. 

e No person shall shoot from any aircraft, sailboat, or motorized 
vehicle, or any vehicle to which a draught animal is attached. 

e No person shall use a power boat, except that in Ontario migra- 
tory game birds may be shot from a power boat that is beached, 
resting at anchor, or fastened within or tied immediately along- 
side any type of fixed hunting blind. 

e Use of layout boats is permitted on the Great Lakes excluding 
connecting rivers, Lake St. Clair, Rondeau Bay and waters off 
Norfolk County. 

e No person shall use a boat, aircraft, or motor vehicle to disturb 
birds with the object of driving them towards a hunter. 

e No person shall place blinds or decoys more than 200 yards 
from the shore of a body of water, or from a natural rush bed 
thick enough to conceal a boat, or from a waterline bounding 
private property. 

e No person shall use more than one flock of decoys at atime. 

e No person shall use a flock of more than 50 decoys (100 in the 

__ case of two persons hunting together). 

e No person shall place a flock of decoys within 100 yards of 
another flock of decoys.

e No person shall hunt at any time throughout the year except 
during the open season as described in the schedule. 

© No person shall hunt during any day after he has taken his 
bag limit.

Retrieval 

¢ No person shall retrieve a dead or injured migratory game bird 
by use of a power boat, while that person is in possession ofa 
loaded firearm ; or where, in order to recover the bird, it is 
necessary for that person to travel a distance of more than two 
hundred yards from the place at which that person was located 
when the bird was shot. 

¢ No person shall kill, cripple or wound a migratory game bird 
without making all reasonable efforts to retrieve it and include 
it in his daily bag limit. The retrieved bird shall be killed im- 
mediately and included in the hunter's daily bag limit.

Possession and transport 

e No person shall possess or transport a migratory game bird 
unless at least one wing and the plumage thereof remains at- 
tached to the bird. Such a wing and plumage may be removed 

a. when the bird is prepared for immediate cooking, or, 

b. after the bird is taken to the residence of the owner for pre- 
servation. 


Eggs and nests 
e No person shall take, injure, or destroy the eggs of nests of 
migratory birds at any time. 


¢ No person shall buy or sell migratory birds or their eggs or nests. 
¢ No person shall waste or wantonly dispose of a migratory game 
bird killed or retrieved by him or in his possession. 


Penalty 

Every person who violates any provision of this act or any 
regulation shall, for each offence, be liable upon summary 
conviction toa fine of not more than $300. and not less than 
$10., or to imprisonment for a term not exceeding 6 months 
or to both fine and imprisonment.
